ADDRESSES McCILL 
CANADIAN CLUB 

History of the Repertory 
Movement Criticisms 
tit Dramatists 

tin Monday afternoon the Met; ill 
Canadian Club was addressed by Miss 
Horniman uf the Manchester Reper- 
tory Company, now playing at His 
Majesty's Theatre, 

Miss Horniman opened her speech I 
by stating that she was not a grad- 
uate of any university, but hail re- 
ceived tilt honorary degree from Man- 
chester University fur services tu 
dramatic art. 

Miss Horniman outlined the history 
uf the repertory movement during 
the past thirty years. To present 
lite best plays with the best com- 
panies was the object of the move- 
ment. For twenty-five yens a lut of 
talking was done but nothing accom- 
plished. Articles appeared from time 
tu time in expensive magazines, but 
this Wits as far as anyone got. Final- 
ly in 1894 Miss- Horniman made up 
lier mind to achieve some practical 
results. She began by writing a play 
that was a success in London and 
which greatly impressed Bernard 
Shaw. This led tu the formation of 
the "Stage Society," in which Miss 
Horniman was the leading figure. 
Still, however, there was no endowed 
theatre, and still the talking and 
speculating went on. ll was due to 
Miss Horniman's initiative that the 
Abbey Theatre was founded in Dub- 
1'in about this time. Thus, Dublin 
hail the honour of being the first to 
possess an endowed repertory theatre. 
The AbJicn grew gradually., although 
under many difncultiei. The lack of 
police protection from time to time 
was the cause of temporary suspen- 
sion. 

The Company travelled through 
England and Scotland, and finally

THE UjSTIVEESAL FEE 



We notice with satisfaction that the Students' Council re- 
ports good progress in regard to the Universal Pee scheme. 
The Council itself, after exhaustively inquiring into the 
merits and demerits of such a scheme, finally drew up a plan 
embodying theSr recommendations, and decided to submit 
thorn to the members of corporation Individually, before 
trying to obtain their official consent. In the first stage- 
that of approaching the 'members personally— they have met 
with gratifying suecc.s; surely it is not too much to hope 
that they will meet with equal success whea they conic to 
bring forward their plan before Hie governors in their cor- 
porate capacity. 

***** 
The Importance of the Universal Fee lies in the financial 
aid that it will extend to those undorgraduute organizations 
which are suffering at present front lack of sufficient funds. 
Among these, primarily, v,e may mention the Students' 
Council and the Union. 

That the Students' Council should be able to command a 
greater revenue than it at present possesses is obvious when 
attention in drawn to the great increase in its activities, 
and consequently in the drain upon its resources, that has 
taken place within the past three years. Four years ago. 
when the Council first saw the light of day, Its receipts and 
expenses ran somewhere between $12,000 and $13,000, To- 
day they are over $20,000. 

• • • • ♦ 

It is only natural that the Council should increase in im- 
portance. It is coming to be recanted as the great central 
reservoir from which flow out into their various channels all 
the different branches of student nctuity. The Council 
guarantees financial support to' those organizations which 
are in need of its assistance, and ill return exercises over 
them a certain measure of control. To provide, therefore, 
for an increased contribution from all undergraduates to the 
funds of the Council is to ensure to all the various clubs 
and societies a sounder financial basis than they at present 
possess. 

• • • • • 

The latest organization to ntliliatc itself with the Council 
is the Literary and Debating Society, while it is also highly 
probable that the McGill Canadian Club will adopt the 
same course. Although nobody will call in question the 
propriety of these arrangements, yet they mean still further 
calls upon the Council's exchequer, which already has to 
bear considerable burdens. To provide for any similar ex- 
tensions of the centralizing principle by taking over more 
clubs, and for further expansion in hitherto untried direc- 
tions, it is absolutely essential that the Council Bhould have 
at its disposal a considerably augmented revenue. 

• • • • • 

Next to the Students' Council, the Union undoubtedly de- 
mands consideration in any scheme having as its object the 
reorganization of McGill's student finances. The Union, 
moreover, is imperatively in need of increased financial sup- 
port. During the six years of its existence, it has consist- 
ently sustained deficits on working of from $2,000 to $10,- 
000 a year. At the same Dime it has become more and more 
apparent that it has not been very successful in uchieving 
the primary object for which it was constructed— that of 
bringing together all McGill men. The Universal Fee 
Scheme proposes to remedy thiB by making a small fixed 
sum— cither $3.00 or $6.00— payable by all undergraduates 
with their university fees, the proceeds of which will go to 
the Union, and which will entitle all who pay it to the use 

of the building. 

• • • • • 

It will be observed from the foregoing that the scheme 
involves fundamental changes in several of the most Import- 
ant McGill organizations. That it cannot pass without the 
full approbation of a large majority of the students is 
equally apparent. The manifest duty, then, of every student 
will be to study these proposals most carefully, and to try 
to arrive at some definlto and unbiassed conclusion as to 
their worth.

SYNOPSIS OF OANADIAN WORTH 
W£3T LAND REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the Bold head pi 
a family, or any male over IS years 
old, may homestead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba. Saskatchewan »r Alberta 
The applicant must appear in pers i 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Bntr 
by proxy may be made at any agen- 
cy, on certain eon litions by f itber, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties. — Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years, a homesteader may 
live within nine miles of ti is home- 
stead on .1 farm of at least 80 acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
Id good standing n ay pre-empt a 
quarter-section alone side his hoine- 
stend. Price $3.00 per acre. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price .?3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

tory theatre. About this time New 
York decided to establish a reper- 
tory theatre. Much money was spent. 
The best of everything was gathered 
together, but the movement failed. 
Drama is an art, and like every art 
requ'ircs much more than money to 
he successful. A pro-requisite to suc- 
cessful dramatic achievement is an 
appreciative audience. In this con- 
nection Miss Horniman emphasized 
the importance or an audience "let- 
ting itself go"— not failing to express 
its opinion of the performance in a 
very decided fashion. A good play 
well acted benefits immeasurably from 
the visible sympathy of the audience. 

Referring to the popular mistake of 
giving undue credit to the actor, 
Miss Horniman said that her motto 
was "In my theatre the dramatist is 
top-dog." Usually he is regarded as 
a "convenient sort of truck to bring 
the goods along in." Such an atti- 
tude is unfair to all concerned. This 
thoughtlessness is part and parcel 
with the generally rough and ready 
manner in which we treat the art, 
the greatest master of which spoke 
our tongue. 

The public makes a «rave mistake 
if it wants certain plays and does 
not ask for them. "Bother the man- 
agement, and you will get what you 
want," said Miss Horniman. 

Coming to the question of the 
merits of present-day dramatists, 
Miss Horniman expressed the wish 
that more intelligent and high-mind- 
ed writers would enter the field.

Wonder," appalled the audicu:e in a 
private performance and he cannot 
allow it to be regularly staged. An- 
other play of bis, and perhaps the 
best known is "Man." This has Won 
its way into the hearts of all who 
have either seen or read It. 

Miss llornlman lamented that the 
United siat.s, Venezuela and Great 
Britain were the only countries in 
which the government d'id nbsolutel) 
nothing for the theatres, she hoped, 
however, that the repertory move 
ment would spread and that in tho 
long run people would force those In 
authority to 1'CCOgtlizo and support 
a great national asset. Obstinate de- 
termination was the only power 
which could force the hand of theatre 
thanagemtnts or, for that matter, 
anybody ilse. 

A vote of th inks was moved by Mr. 
Murray, who paid a tribute to the 
superior aesthetic sense of the British 
people as displayed by their appre- 
ciation of the repertory movement. 
Mr. McGrimmon seconded the vote of

It is 
the duty of Intelligent university men 
to turn this fatal tendency of the 
people to gather in tho already 
crowded centres of population, There 
is no need for slums in ('1111111111111 
cities. 

Mr. Goodcve unhesitatingly con- 
demned any suggestion of a split be- 
tween Kast and West. "Every gradu- 
ate of the grand old educational in- 
stitution in Montreal should be a 
missionary to dissipate any such 
sentiment." Manufacturers of the 
Kast needed the products of the West. 
One was complementary to the other. 
For years to come the welfare of 
Canada will depend upon the Capital 
and the resources of the Kast and of 
the Old Land. It is not a spirit of 
carping criticism or provincialism 
that will develop Canada's best in- 
terests and will accept a share of the 
responsibilities of Empire. 

A problem for the coming genra 
tion to decide will he the rights of 
capital and labour. We have conquer- 
ed the aboriglnee and the forest. We 
must now remedy and re-adjust so- 
cial dissatisfaction. In the old land 
at present ten million people have 
no means of support owing to this 
problem. Mr. Goodcve believes that 
trusts and mergers arc a natural 
outgrowth and that they are not 
responsible for the labour problem. 
•"ThiB is a day of big things. Trusts 
and mergers under proper government 
restriction enn do no barm. Squeeze 
out all the water and your problem 
is solved." 

Mr. Goodeve concluded with an 
eloquent tribute to the Canada of

The Priaci| al referred to the 
great campaign and its offects both 

upon the public life of Montreal and 

upon the future of the University, 
The University was now waiting t> 
see what Quebec would do. Ottawa 
was too high up, --too far away from 
our imaginings to et nsider us even 
for one minute. McGill, the institu- 
tion which has saved Quebec from 
the notorious disgrace of having no 
modern university establishment now 
knocks at the door of the Govern- 
ment for some pittance with which 
to carry on bar work. A few years 
ago a member of the Quebec legis- 
lature had sail, in conversa tion with 
Principal Peterson that McGill could 
"go on 'being supported by the rich 
old men of Montreal. Such a fatuous 
utterance would lead one to think 
that McGill was a fad or pet of rich 
old men." 

Principal Peteison remarked upon 
the fact that the speakers, who ap- 
peared at this annual function usual- 
ly became cabinet ministers on their 
return to Ottawa if they were not 
so already. McGill had organized a 
soft of educational merger in the 
West and the result was highly satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

The only fault the Principal bad to 
find with the Government at Ottawa 
was its unfounded fear of there being 
constitutional objections to legisla- 
ting in the cause of higher education. 
He saw a better condition of affairs 
In the future, however, when the 
Government was already interesting 
itself in physical and technical edu- 
cation. As the most feasible solution 
of the difficulty, the Principal sug- 
gested that a McGill professor be 
given a seat in the Senate. Dean 
Walton, for example, was one who 
had time to spare and could easily 
advise the Senate on educational mas- 
ters. The .Principal's humorous 
touches were much appreciated. Pro- 



longed applause marke t the clOSG a! 
his address. 

Toast Master McNlven read a letter 
of regrettai from pcan Moyse, Dr. 
Tory and Dr. Todd, who were unable 1 
to be present. Dean Moyse stated 
that as he w as a YVe-tet ner hims dl 
he was particular!} noiry at not be- 
ing 1 resent. 

Dean Walton proposed the Tcast 
to the Western Club, He he . an bj 
describing th.. westerners as the 
"most Important part oî the under- 
graduate body." lie was m a ile to 
understand why Dean Moyse called 
lilmself a Westerner.

Dean Walton ad- 
vised every student to take a law 
course before leav ing McGill, A medi- 
cal man was always getting into 
trouble and law was almost neces- 
sary to him, Engineers were anxious 
to hear lawyers discourse on com- 
mercial law, Why not Study it them- 
selves ? "Journalists of all poo 1 
are hound to know iJomothlng ubou! 
law" said Dean Walton, "if you do 
not believe me ask Mr, Murray I" 

Dean Walton commented on t.ho 
breexiuess and f ankness he found in 
Westerners, He believed that people 
in the east were rather over-weigh 1 
by dignity and tradition. V." at thj 
people of the Wert should avoid, 
kowevtr, Ik i.n over-sensitiveness in 
the matter of criticism, The speaker 
endorsed Mr, Goodcve's sentiment in 
the matter of national unity and the 
closer binding ol East and West. 

Mr. I. .unie replied for the Club. 
He co::. men ted on the Increase In the 
rep res ntiitlon of Wettern Canada a 
McGiil it. rec nt y ars. H.' de ti d lha 
the Club had outlived its usefulness 
and that it was (ioinr anything es.' 
but working for the best interests of 
the University. College spirit was 
awiike and a new era had begun at 
(lid McGill. 

Mr. Dixon proposed sister associa- 
tions. It augured well for the West 
that so many of its sons were pre- 
sent nt Canada's three leading uni- 
versities. New universities were 
springing up in the "West but in 
Science and Medicine for years to 
come the West would seek the centres 
of the Kast. 

Mr. Dixon referred particularly to 
the good-fellowship between Queen's, 
Toronto and McGill. McGill's success 
in athletics this year reminds us of 
the days when Queen's held the Al- 
lan Cup.
